Drastic and continuing enforce- 
ment of speed laws will be carried 
to every corner of the town by 
teams of Registry inspectors. 

That was the promise yesterday 
of Hearings Officer James Perry, 
as he listened to a request for 
assistance from local municipal 
officials. 

Eugene A, Bernardin Jr., chair- 
man of the Board of Selectmen, 
Police Chief David L. Nicoll and 
Town Manager Thomas E, Duff 
sought the cooperation of the Re- 
gistry of Motor Vehicles in 
supressing the excessive speeds 
that have been the subject of wide- 
spread discussion. 

The precise date of the Registry’s 
get-tough drive here has not been 
revealed, But Mr. Bernardin in- 
dicated that it will be soon, and will 
continue, 

He said the inspectors are eme- 
powered to stop any vehicle they 
believe is being improperly 
operated, The registrations are 
forwarded to the Boston office, and 
the licenses are ‘tyanked’’ without 
further fuss. 

Bernardin said it is his under- 
standing that processing of the in= 
spectors’ report is handled in 
such a way that it is highly un- 
likely that anyone would have the 
opportunity to attempt to ‘‘fix’’ the 
| reports,

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EDITORIAL THOUGHTS 
Creating A Muddle 


Taking land by eminent domain is a distasteful task; 
one that should not be undertaken lightly. 


Sometimes, however, the step is necessary because a 
specific piece of property is the only one that will serve 
the particular purpose. 

This may well be the case with the land on Lovejoy rd. 
that the School Committee has voted to designate for a 
new West Andover School. 

Town meeting specified that the School Committee 
should pick out the sites for new schools, while em- 
powering the Land Acquisition Committee to negotiate 
for them and, if necessary, to take them by right of 
eminent domain. But it is also required that the Select- 
men, Finance Committee and Planning Board approve, 

And all of this has placed the land acquisition work in 
a bit of a muddle. 

The School Committee has voted for a specific site, 
and asked that seizure take place because negotiations 
appeared fruitless, This is exactly what the town meet- 
ing specified as a procedure. 

The problem comes, however, in being required to con- 
sult with so many boards, Each of them as an entity, and 
each of the members, has to be filled in completely on 
the background, thus back-tracking over work already 
done. Then the members no doubt will come up with 
divergent opinions — for it is almost a foregone conclu- 
sion that no group of board members can be in complete 
accord, 

Thus it appears that although the School Committee 
has the right to choose a site, all the other boards also 
have a right to choose the site, at least by the power of 
veto. 

This could go on indefinitely. 

It appears that too many cooks can, indeed, spoil the 
broth. 

We would prefer to have the responsibility rest with 
the School Committee for selection, and the Finance 
Committee for approval of financial aspects. 

This would appear to be far more workable an arrange- 
ment, one where action could be taken without the delay 
enta led in having multiple board action. 


Plan To Be There 


Attendance at town meetings is always a civic res- 
ponsibility, which should be taken seriously by all re- 
gistered voters in the community. 

But seldom has it been more urgent for all voters to 
recognize their duty to the town than is the case now. 

Town meeting will be called to order at 7:30 June 29th 
— and municipal officials are frankly concemed that 
there will be too few voters on hand. The magic number 
is 350 — a quorum established by town by-law, 

The meeting is considered to be of special importance 
because the country club proposal must be acted upon at 
this session, This plan for use of over 200 West Andover 
acres has met with unanimous approval from town offi- 
cials and members of the various boards and committees, 
And apparently it has gained general acceptance throughe. 
out the town, 

Adoption of the special wording, which will allow the 
country club to be built in a residential area, can mean 
a substantial increase in tax income to the town from 
the developed golf courses, the other recreational areas 
and the country club building itself, 

Other zoning articles to be considered at the session are 
garden apartments off Morton st., with an estimated tax 
income of $21,000, conversion of an industrial-residential 
area at Stevens and Main sts, to business, and a shopping 
center district near Dascombh rd. interchange with Route 93, 
some articles met with objections, but have many favor- 


able aspects as well,

He 
died Sunday morning, reportedly 
suffering from severe head in-= 
juries. 

The son of Mr. and Mrs. F rede= 
rick W, Bradley, 5 Central In., 
David was reportedly carried for 
several feet on the hood of thecar, 
Police said the vehicle was headed 
along Central st. towards the 
Square when the accident occurred, 
The youngster had entered the 
street from Central In. when the 
collision took place. 

A first grade student at Central 
Elementary School, he is survived 
besides ‘his parents, by a brother, 
Frederick W, Bradley Jr.; asister, 
Susan E, Bradley; also his mater- 
nal grandparents, Mr. and Mrs, 
Grover C, Washabaugh of New 
Wilmington, Pa. 

The funeral was held Wednes- 
day, with services at 2 p.m, in 
South Congregational Church.
